MADISON, Wis., May 3 b — Hold­ 
ing that his participation in a boxing 
match at the Milwaukee Athletic club 
was chiefly responsible for the per­ 
manent disability of his right hand. 
the industrial commission has denied 
compensation to Edward A. Kill, a 
well known boxer in Milwaukee. 
Kill WTS a tinsmith employed by 
the Plankinton 
Packing company. 
While engaged at his trade he cut 
his right hand near the wrist. 
He 
received instant treatment and ten 
days after the accident the wound 
had healed. Pp to this time there had 
been no infection but the doctor in- 
rt rutted Kill to avoid violent exercise 
for the reason that latent poisonous 
germs frequently become active in 
a wound of this nature when a pa- 


no damage at first.

cause the patient was strong enough 
to resist the attack of the bacteria.

In its memorandum the commis­ 
sion makes this comment: "An em- 
ploye must use ordinary care in treat­ 
ing his ailments, and failing to do 
so, the employer cannot be held lia­ 
ble for increased disability because 
of such failure. In other words, in­ 
creased disability occurring because 
the employe does not use ordinary 
care to cure and relieve his disabil­ 
ity is not the proximate result of the 
accident, but is the result of an in­ 
tervening agency, for which the em­ 
ploye. rather than 
thb 
employer,

thousand in unnamed and forgotten 
graves, a few buried under piles of 
commemorative marble, lie the na­ 
tion’s patriotic dead. 
“The great army of 61 to ’65 is 
now' an army of the dead. Four h u n ­ 
dred thousand is all that is left of 
that army of the Civil war. and of 
these, 50.000 each year lay them­ 
selves down and die. 
“ Fifty years ago. 
W hat marvel­ 
ous changes have 
occurred 
since 
then in our tortunate country per­ 
manently united by the war. In that 
war May of long ago, almost every 
family, north and south mourned its 
dead, some relative or friend. 
The 
thousands of new made graves sad­ 
dened the land. 
Now the wounds of 
the Civil war are healed, only a fast 
diminishing few yet recollect or feel 
them. 
Then the curse of slavery 
held in bondage two million of black 
men not yet freed, now in the length 
and breadth of the land slavery is 
forever ended. 
Then we were di­ 
vided into sections, hating with the 
accumulated hate of war. and half 
a century of misunderstandings and 
fancied injuries. 
A Note of Sadness 
“ But to me, who as a litle child, 
saw the muster of the great army, 
in all this prosperity there is a note 
of sadness. 
Forty-nine years ago, 
the soldiers who returned to their 
homes were nearly all young men 
with life and its activities before 
them. 
With all the loyalty to coun­ 
try that they had shown on the bat­ 
tle fields, they entered into the va­ 
rious walks of life. 
Many became 
the leaders in the wonderful develop­ 
ment of our country that followed 
the Civil war. 
Five of them were 
presidents of the United States, and 
many others held high official posi­ 
tions in civil and military life. 
Now 
they are fast going off the stage of 
action. 
The last one of them has 
gone from the active roll 
of 
the 
army. 
The weakness incident to ad­ 
vanced age has sapped the strength 
Their deeds are 
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it only seems yesterday th at they 
marched away at their country’s call, I IMPORTANT DEAL 
but it is 16 years last April. 
The 
boys of 1898 are already verging to­ 
wards middle age. 
Unlike the vet­ 
erans of the old war, the men of ’98 
are still vigorous in the prime of 
life. 
They are bearing the burden 
and heat of the day, as the old vet­ 
erans did 30 years ago, when they 
were the same age, and bearing it 
well, as the old veterans did. 
“The same motive led the men of 
the Spanish war to enlist that led 
the men of *61, love of country, de­ 
fense of its honor and its flag. While 
the battles were fewer and the war 
fortunately soon over, the men of 
San Juan hill, Santiago 
and 
Ma­ 
nilla showed the same indomitable 
perseverance and dauntless courage 
that the men of Gettysburg, Spotts- 
sylvnia, Chickamauga and Atlanta 
did. 
They were true Americans, all. 
The Spanish-American war, like the 
Civil “war, was in the true sense his­ 
toric. 
Mexican Situation. 
*T fear Mexico is fast paving the 
way for war and the possible loss of 
the thinly settled territory of her 
northwest, next to our border. 
I do 
not want war and most thinking men 
do not, but the constant misgovern­ 
ment there, the injury to the prop­ 
erty rights of o u r citizens and the 
taking of American lives, is fast con­ 
vincing the public that the less ter­ 
ritory and the less Americans Mex­ 
ico misgoverns the better. 
Some in­ 
cident. like the arrest of the Amer­ 
ican marines at Tampico, is likely to 
precipitate war. not because of the 
insult to our nation, but because of 
the general American dislike of mis­ 
government near our borders. 
Veterans the Leaders 
“ That was the underlying cause of 
the Spanish war. 
As a result of that 
war the blessing of free and orderly 
government has been 
extended 
to 
peoples long oppressed by Spanish 
misrule. 
We obtained a consider­ 
able addition to our territory, none 
of which I believe we should ever 
give up. 
The disorder inevitable in 
Cuba will finally give us that island 
as a d’rect result of the Spanish war, 
by your services, added to the do­ 
main of the United States, as the 
soldiers of the Civil war preserved 
our domain by their services, and 
to you both honor is due.

What Victory Meant 
“The present unity of feeling and 
great prosperity are in large meas­ 
ure due to the outcome of the Civil 
war. 
Had the war resulted in the 
defeat of the north, how different 
would be our condition. 
We would 
have been, today, divided into two 
hostile nations, jealous and possibly 
ready for war on the slightest pre­ 
text. 
Slavery Not the Cause 
“ The south believed slavery* to be 
morally right, but did not go to war 
to preserve slavery, or to extend it. 
The north believed slavery to 
be 
morally wrong, but did not go to war 
to abolish slavery or to restrict it. 
The south desired separation and be­ 
lieved that the states were supreme 
and had the right to peaceably se­ 
cede whenever its people should so 
determine; th at in defense of that 
right they were justified in resort­ 
ing to arms. 
“ The north desired national unity, 
and believed that the nation was su­ 
preme, and that in defense of the 
flag and the nation, they were justi­ 
fied in resorting to arms. 
“When the flag was fired on the 
north rose in a mass to avenge the 
insult to the nation, to restore n a ­ 
tional soverignty, and to put down 
an unjustifiable rebellion; and the 
south armed itself in defense of what 
it believed to be its right to govern 
itself and to choose its own institu­ 
tions. 
The no^th was right and the 
south was wrong; wrong when it be­ 
lieved human slavery was either ex­ 
pedient or morally justified. 
Decision Was Right 
‘Whether one or several nations 
was to occupy this land was the is­ 
sue in the Civil war, and by the aid 
of the living and the dead here it 
was decided rightly. 
But I am re­ 
minded. as T look around me in this 
cemetery, that there are other vet­ 
erans than those of the long ago Civ­ 
il war. and other m v a a

War Not Brutal. 
“ It has been said that war is a 
brutal thing, and brutalizing all who 
take part in it.
